COALING FACILITIES 


The harbor of Portsmouth is a distributing center for the State 


of New Hampshire as well as for the eastern part of Maine for all 


kinds of fuel. 


The four great distributing coal centers of this country are Bal- 


timore, Norfolk, Newport News and Philadelphia. Portsmouth is of 
practically the same distance from these four ports as Boston. The 
entrince to Portsmouth harbor is simple as compared with the en- 
trance to Boston harbor, and therefore tne cost of coal at Ports- 
mouth is somewhat less than at Boston. 


It should also be kept in mind that Portsmouth and Boston are 


about equally distant from Halifax, and therefore in case of emer- 
gency or necessity coal could be obtained from Nova Scotia as cheap- 
ly at Portsmouth as at Boston.
